All the finds of radioactive miner 
als ia Ontario, with the exception of a 
lost locality on Lake Superior, have 
been in the areas of Pre-Cambrian 
rocks south of the French and Ottawa 
Rivers, and west of a line betwen Ot- 
tawa and Kingston. 

Mr. Ellsworth notes that the most 
{mpertant radioactive minerals in 
Ontario are uraniniie and euxenite- 
polycrase. They contain uranium or 
thorium or both, and are mostly 
black or brown and rather heavy. 
Uraninite may contain 70 to 80 per 
cent. uranium oxide besides thorium, 
lead and rare earths, Euxenite may 
contain up to 10 or 15 per cent, of 
uranium oxide with large amounts of 


titanium, tantalum, columblan and 
rare earths. A little thorium is usual- 
ly present. It is observed that it is 


not correct to call uraninite, as is 
usually done, pitchblende, They are 
quite distinct in several senses. Radio- 
active minerals are rarely, if ever, 
seen on weathered surfaces, and can 
only be found by opening up the rock. 
They do not attract a compass needle. 

The first discovery of uranfaite 
near Parry Sound, was made in 
February, 1921. This occurrence of 
radium-bearing minerals, as well as 
all others in Ontario, 1s of an entire 
ly different type, both geologically 
and mineralogically, from the carno- 
tite deposits being worked {n Colorado 
for the radium supply of the United 
Btates. The Ontario radioactive 
minerals are richer in radium than 
the Colorado carnotite. It is gather- 
ed from the report that there are good 
possibilities of deposits of workable 
extent being developed, but the rad- 
fum will be recovered most success- 
fully as a by-product.

Balfour’s Reminiscences 


Has Seen Great Dramas 
Continued and Ended 

Lord Balfour in a reminiscent mood 
{s delightful, for few men have richer 
stores of experience of public life to 
draw upon. 

Speaking at the banquet given in 
his honor by the City of London Con- 
| servative and Unionist Association, he 
exclaimed half regretfully that he had 
a long vista to look back upon, and 
that he could not help reflecting what 
| dramas had begun, continued and end- 
ed within his own recollection and his 
own direct experience. He instanced 
two. 

In domestic politics he had seen the 
rise, the culmination, and the deciine 
of “that most marvellous Parliamen- 
tary pheuomenon, the Irish Party un- 
der Mr. Parnell.” He said he did 
not believe that in the whole history 
of our Parliament there had ever 
been such a party for the sternness 
of its discipline and the extraordinary 
wealth of admirable speakers {t con- 
tained. 

The other drama to which Lord 
Balfour referred as having been play- 
ed out in his lifetime was the triumph 
and overthrow of Germany. He ao

Once the torpedo {s discharged, the 
planes seem literally to dance and 
leap with joy at having discharged the

{t can, with a final belt of machine- 
gun fire at the battleship’s bridge, or 
a bomb or two at the gunners below. 
Perhaps the attack has commenced 
with a feint by a few planes upon one 
flank, and, when all eyes are straining 
that way, in comes the real attack 
upon the other flank. The big ships 
turn towards the coming torpedoes, 
trying to evade them by washing them 
aside, and presenting less of a target 
as they incline thelr flanks to the 
direction of the torpedo. But they 
answer their helms slowly, and the 
torpedo has not far to go. The noise 
of the guns and machine-guns, the 
roar of the propellers, the smoke and 
the suddenness of the attack will tend 
to upset the gunner’s nerves. He will 
miss. He will bombard his own ships. 
How many partridges go safely past 
even the best of shots in a drive? The 
battleship is useless, say the advo- 
cates of the aeroplane. 

But there is another side to the 
question. The battle-fleet, which the 
torpedo-planes are to attack, must 
first expose itself within their radius 
of action, by no means unlimited. Big 
battle-fleets avold narrow’ waters. 
And then the battleship !s accompan: | 
fed by aircraft carriers, from the deck} 
of which fighting planes can go up, 
and to which they can descend when 
their petrol is running short. 

Flying-boats also, as time goes 
on, will rise from the sea, and the 
torpedo-planes will find themselves 
attacked by thelr own kind, unen- 
cumbered by the dead weight of a 
torpedo. The manoeuvring for po 
sition, the keeping of station, the 
timing of the attack will not be un- 
molested. And, outside the battle 
ships, move the smaller craft, incon-} 
verfently placed at the point where 
the planes would like to flatten out.

Wireless Station Will 
Link Up Empire 


| Direct Communication to be Estab. 


lished by Imperial Government 

Important modifications have been 
made in the scheme for linking tha 
Mother Country and the Empire 
seas in one continuou 
less communication. For 
to come the chain will 
of its smaller links, these being the 
Suez Canal, Singapore, Hong 
and East Africa. 

Instead of proceeding by geoxray 
hical steps of about 2,000 miles each 
to Australia, South Africa and India, 
the Imperlal Governmert proposes to 
establish direct communication. For 
this purpose a great new wireless sta- 
tion will be built in England, capable 
of developing 240 kilowatts of high 
frequency power, or twice the quan- 
tity contemplated when the scheme 
was in its infancy. This new sta- 
tion will be one of the largest in the 
world. 

With the five station In operation— 
England, Egypt, India, South Africa 
and Australla—it fs stated that a sery- 
ice will be maintained capable of 
handling more than 10,000,000 words 
per year When the relay stations 
have been established, it {s expected 
that between 20,000,000 and 30,000,000 
words per annum can be dealt with.

Sweden May Build Navy 
A parliamentary commission sup 
ported by navy experts has proposed 
for the Swedish navy a building pro- 
gramme for the next ten years of four 
fast armored cruisers, 12 destroyers, 
six big torpedo boats, three mine lay- 
ers, 22 submarine chasers and a num- 
ber of smaller craft. The armored 
cruisers are to be 6,500 tons each with 
a speed of 30 knots, with elght 21 
centimeter and six 12 centimer guns.

Hot Springs Produce Tropical Growth 
Anmvidst Winter Surroundings 

Jaégeay from the report brought 
back by Mr. Frank Perry, mining en 
gineer of Vancouver, who recently re 
turned to civilization after seventeen 
yeart 4% prospecting in and about the 
Yukon region, plenty of scope yet ex- 
ists for the energy of explorer and dis- 
coverer. The area of the terrain that 
he examined during his long sojourn 
in the north was, roughly speaking, 
that between the Coastal Range and 
the Lizard and Fort Nelson Rivers, 
measuring about 700 miles north and 
south and 300 miles from east to west. 
At ane paint in his wanderings dur- 
{ing the winter season his attention 
was attracted to a heavy fog that 


+ hung over what appeared to be a val 


ley. This unusual phenomenon in- 
duced him to retrace his steps at a 
later date for the purpose of further 
exploration. Sure enough, he struck 
an almost tropical valley about 200 
miles long and 40 miles wide through 
which ran rivers of hot water, fed by 
hundreds of hot springs that bubbled 
out of the ground in all directions. 
The steam rising from the water, hot 
almost to boiling point, naturally con- 
densed in the cold winter atmosphere, 
forming the fog Mr. Perry had first 
seen from the crest of the range. Ac- 
cording to his account, many wild ani 
mals congregated In this remarkable 
valley, drawn by the luxuriant vegeta- 
tion made possible by the heat. Hun- 
dreds of mountain sheep and goats, 
caribou, mouse, bears and other fur- 
yielding quadrupeds were observed, 
the moose, almost square from fat, be- 
ing so tame that he walked among 
them and almost touched them. The 
Indians, he reported, though aware 
that this valley was a hunter’s para- 
dise, never ventured within it, deter 
red by the superstition that pre-his 
torle monsters roamed its recesess. 
Equally interesting in his statement 
that he had made important discover- 
ies of mineral deposits, including gold, 
silver and copper, and he also notic- 
ed evidence of coal, oll and fron for- 
mations. Because of this Mr. Perry 
has not divulged the exact location of 
this wonderful valley, whose tree 
growth he also describes as quite ab- 
normal. He tells of ordinary wild 
rose bushes that resembled trees, 
with stems as thick as a man’s fore- 
arm and so dense that it was imposs- 
ible to make a way through them. 
Willows likewise grew to tree size, 
making it possible to walk along the 
branches, some of the trunks being 
fully a foot and a half in diameter. 
Vines grew to a length of about sixty 
feet, while nettles and ferns were also 
of unusual height. Birch trees, Mr. 
Perry declared, attained a height of 
700 feet, for some peculiar reason 
bending over and almost touching the 
ground, All grasses and shrubs, com- 
mon to the north, he found to be of 
unusual size. Although a= year’s 
travelling was necessary to enable the 
explorer to reach civilization, Mr. 
Perry is planning to return to the 
happy valley by airplane that will only 
take a few days to make the journey. 
All this may sound weird and fantas- 
tic in a measure, but there is nothing 
inherently impossible in the discovery 
of hot springs inthe Yukon district. 
The even more wonderful valley 
of fire in Alaska might easily be dupli- 
cated or approximated in the neigh- 
boring Yukon, However, this will 
not prevent an Inclination to skepti- 
elsm regarding Mr. Perry’s somewhat 
astonishing narrative. But whether 
or not he has employed poetic license 
in the picture he has so vividly de 
scribed, there can be no doubt that 
an infinity of interesting discoveries 
still awaits explorers in the unknown 
parts of Canada's vast Northwest Ter- 
ritories. Very little that is reliable 
is yet on record concerning by far the 
larger part of that immense area yet 
untrodden by the feet of white men. 
In the near future recourse will cer- 
tainly be had to the airplane, inde 
pendent as it is of all the obstacles 
that prove so difficult to overcome by 
the traveler who is confined to terra 
frma.—St. Thomas Times-Journal.

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Recently lntrodaced Wheats 


Have Revolutionized Wheat Growing 
In Western Canada 

Everyone knows of Marquis wheat, 
although few persons know its origin 
or achievements. Marquis wheat 
was originated in 1903 by the cereal 
division of the experimental farms 
branch of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture; it was first given to 
the grain growers of the Canadian 
west fn 1909 through the channel of the 
annual free distribution. In i909 
some 400 samples of Merquis wheat 
were distributed free; In 1917 about 
250 millions of bushels of Marquis 
wheat were produced in North Amer- 
ica. To Canada this represented by 
the replacement of other varieties a 
gain in the national wealth of about 
16 millions of bushels which at $2 per 
bushel meant 32 millions of dollars; 
for the same year, it has been com- 
puted that the gain to the western 
states was 20 millions of dollars. 

With reference to Marquis wheat, 
let me quote one or two paragraphs 
from Bulletin 149 of the North Da- 
kota Experiment Station. “Of the 
common wheats, Marquis is distinctly 
superior to all other commercial varie- 
ties, for the eastern and southern sec- 
tions of this state (North Dakota),” 
and again “there is no indicatiog at 
present that any of the newer varie- 
ties, Prelude, Pioneer, Kitchener, 
Ruby and Red Bobs, can replace Mar 
quis in North Dakota.” 

The flve wheats mention¢d above 
were all produced in Canada to suit 
certain Canadian conditions just as 
Marquis was. But the same con 
clusions have been reached, namely, 
that at present none of them will 
replace Marquis in the Marquis areas. 


ed by the cereal division of the experi 
mental farms branch, namely, Pre | 
lude, Pioneer and Ruby. These wheats 
being earlier than Marquis have their 
place in Canadian agriculture in dis 
tricts where the season is too short for | 
the maturing varieties. To this list of 
wheats should be added Early Red 
Fife which ripens a little eariler than 
Marquis, but should only be grown in 
districts that are not subject to wheat 
rust, as Early Red Fife is quite sus 
ceptible to stem rust. Of the abcvel 
mentioned wheats, Kitchener and Red | 
Bobs undoubtedly are of use, but their | 


area of usefulness 1s limited; these | 
wheats were originated by Dr. Seager 
Wheeler, of Rosthern, Sask. 

When considering wheats for West 
ern Canada, length of maturity fs a 
very important feature. Marquis, 
Red Fife and Kitchener ripen at about 
the same time, namely, 100-110 days; 
Ruby ripens from 610 days earlier 
than Marquis, and Prelude about 6 
days before Ruby. Pioneer, being 
awned, 1s not recommended for 
growth on the prairies. 

It can therefore safely be said that 
the recently introduced wheats in the 
Canadian west have revolutionized 
wheat growing in Canada and the 
northwestern states during the last 
decade.—P. Russell Cowan, Dominion 
Cerealist. 


Agricultural Research 
In Great Britain 


Over Eighty Years Since Valuable 
Work Was Started 

It is not generally known that Great 
Britain possesses the oldest agricul- 
tural research institution in the world. 
Over elghty years ago a member of 
British agriculturists set aside an ex- 
tensive site for experiments in the 
growing of wheat and other crops. 
The work was carried through its 
early stages by the liberality and en- 
thusiasm of private individuals, and 
it was so successful that ultimately ft 
was recognized and aided by the 
State. Many valuable results have 
been achieved, particularly with re- 
gard to the use of manures, the gener- 
al treatment of the soil, and the con- 
trol of the various pests which trouble 
the farmer and often bring his !abor 
to nought. Recently the Royal Agrl- 
cultural Society invited the coopera: 
tion of landowners and farmers in 
testing the results which have been 
worked out at this centre, and it is 
significant that more offers of land 
and helpers have been received than 
can be entertained, 


A New Mowing Machine 


Self-Sharpening Knives Remove Grass 
Close to Ground 

The standard type of machine for 
mowing grass consists of a revolving 
cutter operating on a stationary hori 
zontal blade. This type of machine 
is by no means perfect, as it does not 
cut very close tothe ground and {is 
also ineffective on very long grass. A 
British firm has introduced a new 
type which appears to be a great ad- 
vance on any earlier form. The cut- 
ter of the machine consists essentially 
of two sickle blades, the sharp edges 
of which are brought together. The 
movement is such that the knives are 
practically self-sharpening, and the 
machine removes any kind of grass 
extremely close to the ground, Blades 
of this type can rapidly be attached 
to any mower, binder, or reaper.

Ife will embark on this huz 
ardous enterprise in the late summe: 
There is no stipulation as to time 
limit for accomplishing the trip.

Curious Facts ‘About see 
People of Sikkim 


Only Industry is Farming and There 
Is No Trading * 

Sikkim Is a little principality in that 
land of mystery and surprises sur- 
rounding the Himalayas Mountains. 
The easiest routes to the land of 
Thibet are through Sikkim, and this 
fact alone has brought to the atten- 
tion of the outside world curious facts 
‘of the Sikkim people. 

Although Sikkim is under the rule 
of India, it boasts of its own rajah, 
and has its own governinent, even ff 
it is only seventy miles long and fifty 
miles wide. 

This mountainous stretch of coun- 
try Is cultivated as far as possible— 
the people have no industry, except 
agricuiture. Each family lives In the 
centre of its own farm and is depend- 
ent on no man There is no trading. 
For this reason there are practically 
no towns. The “four-corners” vil- 
lages are not to be found in Sikkim. 

Farming is the only business of the 
people of Sikkim and even this takes 
very secondary place to their religion. 
They worship Buddha in a form call- 
ed Lamaism, which is a remnant of 
the Buddlism of Northern India, This 
form of religion requires a great num- 
ber of priests, called lamas, ’ 

As in Thibet, one out of every seven 
of the inhabitants of Sikkim {fs a lama. 

| These liinas usually live in monaster- 

jes, and often conduct ceremonies 
which are very elaborate and often 
gruesome and weird. 

Even the costumes are extraordin- 
ary. In one of the religious cere- 
monies hideous masks are worn, and 
a wild dance is executed by the 
priests, 

Ordinarily, the priests’ halr is ar- 

;ranged in a tler of knots, because 
they allow it to grow to great length. 
These knots, which resemble three 

| bafis of yarn on Lop of each other, are 
| bound together by strings of brightly- 
colored beads, Large ornaments are 
fastened to these knots until they 
} look like the horns of a cow with long 


tassels dangling over each shoulder. 

| The robe of the lamas 1s a loose 
cassock made of heavy brocaded silk 
reaching to the ground If the 
i traveller should happen to witness 
one of these monastic dances he would 
jat once adinire the lattice-work apron 
ch the priests wear, and would ex 
j}amine with interest the elaborate and 
I arti tie design into which the small 
white Dead-like trinkets are worked to 
meke the apron.

Surplus Women 


Man's Minority Compared to Women 

Ils Emphasized Since Stoppage 

Of War 

Man's minority on earth as compuar- 
ed to women, a faet even before the 
war, has been increased by that con 
flict until today It is estimated there 
jare 25,000,000 more women than men 
in Europe alone. 

Official statistics published in Ber 
‘Hin show the surplus of women in 
Europe has increased by 15,500,000. 
Before the war there were 1,088 wo 
men to every mun; now the propor: 
tion is 1,111 to 1,000. ‘The rising sur- 
plus has been most marked in Russia 
where the number of women has 
frown from 1,042 to 1,299 for every 
1,000 men, This is on the basis of 
figures for 52 governments. 

The situation has also been notably 
changed in Germany, Austria, Jugo- 
Slavia, Great Britain, Luxemburg, 
France and Italy. In Germany, ex- 
clusive of Upper Silesia, there are 
1,100 women to every 1,000 men, 
whereas before the war there were 
about 1,026. On the contrary, the 
number of surplus women has de- 
creased in Denmark, Norway, Sweden 
and the Netherlands. 

An outstanding feature of the situa 
tion is that girls of a marriageable 
age are in the minority in the = sur. 
plus, most of those in the excess 
classification being of older 
and many of them widows. *

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Conquering The 
Grasshopner 


Should Profit by Lessons Learned in 
the Past 


Another successful war on grass- 
hoppers In Saskatchewan is drawing 
toa close. The fact that war on this 
pest is still necessary is regrettable; 
but there is consolation for the farm- 
ers in the fact that it has now been 
demonstrated that they can beat the 
grasshopper at his own game of de- 
struction if they go about ft in the 
right way and with adequate energy. 
Grasshoppers have been bothering the 
province for the last four years, but 
their days now seem to be numbered. 
Southeastern Saskatchewan, where 
the pest made its first appearance, 


was comparatively little troubled witie) 


grasshoppers this year. The mig{- 
tion has been northerly and wester! 
and the theatre of war this sumnj_. 
was principally in the central part 
the province, with {solated campalgn 
carried out in the southwest and be- 
tween Saskatoon and the Alberta 
boundary. 

One or two of the lessons learned 
from the success of the farmers in 
combatting the grasshopper under the 
guidance of officials from the provin- 
cial department of agriculture will 
bear restatement. The grasshopper 
can be kept in check and prevented 
from causing widespread crop dam- 
age by the proper use of the poisoned 
bait that has been distributed by the 
Provinelal Government during the last 
three seasons and which the Govern- 
ment will doubtless continue to stock 
and distribute as long as there fs a 
grasshopper menace. There is no 
reason, therefore, why any farmer 
should throw up his hands in despair 
at the appearance of grasshoppers op 
his land and say nothing can be done 
fo save his crop. While there have 
been instances of serlous loss by far- 
mers this summer there has been no- 
thing approaching widespread devas- 
tation. 

‘Another lesson that has been learn- 
ed is that farmers should not wait un- 
til the grasshoppers begin to hatch 
out in the spring before moving 
against them. Weedy land and stub- 
ble have been found to be the favor- 
ite egg-laying places for grasshoppers. 
The eggs can be destroyed by deep 
plowing. Officials of the department 
of agriculture advise farmers to keep 
a lookout during the next few weeks 


tor grasshoppers flying about depostt- ~ 


ing eggs for next season's host of crop 
enemies. Where the grasshoppers 
are found to be doing this to any ex- 
tent on stubble, a disposition of their 
well-laid plans by plowing the eggs 
so deep that they can’t hatch to any 
purpose is the best way of protecting 
next year’s crop. The experience of 
this summer has been that summer- 
fallow and plowed land escape with 
comparative immunity, whereas 
weedy, stubbled-in crops are heavily 
attacked, <A word to the wise farmer 
should be sufficient.—Regina Leader, 


Tank Cars to Carry Milk 


New Method for Transporting Milk 
Tried Out in Pittsburgh 
Tank cars for 


oll are a common 
sight, but tank cars for wilk are 
something distinetly new. The first 
Installation of this kind was made re- 
cently for a large dairy in Pittsburgh. 
Two 2,500 gallon steel tanks are 
mounted on each car, These tanks 
are of heavy welded plate steel, with 
a gluss lining, and are insulated with 
cork, Fused Into the metal at ex- 
treme heat, the glass forms a smooth 
surface, which is easily cleaned and 
will stand severe usage. Inside each 
tank is a motor-driven agitator, Run 
for five minutes before emptying the 
tank, it gives uniformity to the con- 
tenta. Milk chilled to a temperature 
of 38 to 40 degrees is maintained at 
that temperature in the tanks with- 
out further refrigeration. Similar 
tanks are mounted on wagons and 
motor trucks for hauling the milk 
from the railroad to the dairy or col- 
lecting it along country roads. 


Germany Buying Canadian Ore 

Three-quarters of a million tons of 
ore are to be delivered to Rotterdam 
from Wabana, Newfoundland, for 
trans shipment via canals into Ger- 
many. ‘Twelve steamers of 11,000 
tons of ore a month are to sail to Rot- 
terdam between now and December. 
Overseas shipments of iron ore from 
Wabana have been practicaly nfl since 
1914. ‘The new contracts with Ger- 
man agencies will bring about a re- 
vival of pre-war prosperity in the 
Wabana district.
